Refurbishing Congress 


If there is a difference between "streamlining" Congress 


and "overhauling" it, the difference must bo largely a 
matter of semantics. Individual members of that body rebel 
at the mere suggestion they should streamline some of their 
procedures, 
interpreting this 
choice 
of words 
as 
a 


condemnation of past practices. 


"Overhauling" sounds more like a periodic maintenance 


procedure providing renewed vigor after it has been 
accomplished. Whatever the real or imaginary difference, a 
joint Senate-House committee has agreed enthusiastically 
enough on a set of changes designed to overhaul congres- 
sional procedures. 


Some of the numerous recommendations produced by the 


year-long study will be accepted by most members of 
Congress almost without discussion. Few, for instance, will 
object to the suggestion that legislators be provided 
improved research assistance. The proposal that there be 
limits on the number of major committee assignments given 
any individual member also should generate little opposition. 
The average senator in the last Congress served on 
19.5 


committees, subcommittees or other legislative bodies. 


Other recommendations, among them many of the major 


proposed changes, are certain to be hotly contested. Much of 
the power of committee chairmen would be curtailed by the 
proposal that committee members be empowered to call 
meetings of their body when and if they desire, on a vote of 
the majority. Only chairmen have that authority now. 


Another proposed change certain to face a formidable 


obstacle course is a five-day week. Among some constituents 
it may not be widely known that Congress conducts much of 
its business between Tuesday and Thursday, providing 
members long weekends for travel to their homes, politick- 
ing or just plain relaxation. The committee has suggested 
the wearisome long sessions could be shortened if the 
lawmakers put in a more conventional work week. 


Maybe so, but Congress wouldn't be the same showplace 


for tourists if its halls were empty four months of the year. 


Snub for Snub 


Now it is the Arabs who are doing the snubbing. Twelve 


of the 14 Arab-bloc delegations at the United Nations have 
voted to boycott a dinner dance Mayor Lindsay is giving in 
honor of chiefs of mission at the General Assembly. 


The decision is a response to the New York mayor's 


cancellation of a dinner last June for King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia and it surprised and dismayed Gotham's City Hall. 


The mayor canceled the dinner because of references the 


king had made to Israel and those who support it in this 
country. This ignored diplomatic amenities and the fact that 
the king is a useful ally of the United States. 


Unfortunately, the Arab boycott of the dinner dance will 


not end the charade. An Arab spokesman says the snubbing 
of Mr. Lindsay will continue "unless the circumstances that 
caused his precedent are changed." 


But having made their point, the Arabs ought to 


remember Lindsay is only mayor of New York, not an 
architect of U.S. foreign policy. 


Enrolling By Computer 


One of the most disturbing features of state colleges and 


universities to the student entering for the first time is their 
size and impersonal air. 
The youngster feels that to 


officialdom he is only a number. 


In some instances this has become literally true. A 


computer is being used to enroll students at Kansas State. 
Like all computers, this one can deal only with the 
information that is fed into it. Some human error crept in 
this year. 


This resulted in some rather funny incidents. Twin sisters 


found that one of them wasn't enrolled and the other was 
signed up for all the classwork for both of them. Occasional- 
ly the machine put somebody in a class that didn't exist. 
That sort of thing made the headlines. 


But the most distressing facet is that students who enroll 


by computer have no choice of class time or teacher. What 
about the working student, who must arrange his schedule 
to fit his employment? 


What about the student who picked K-Slate because he 


wanted to work with a certain professor, only to find himself 
in somebody else's class because the machine relies only on 
facts, and not on human considerations? 


Unless K-State finds ways to surmount such problems, 


student life among the sunflowers will be a little grim. 


Understanding Youth 


. Scientists, some leading educators, businessmen and many 


parents say school is "too easy"—that there are too many 
ways for youngsters to slide by and that there is not enough 
challenge for bright pupils. Now come some teenagers who 
say the same. A high school pupils' publication reports the 
reaction of American youngsters. The boys and girls say 
high school is a "snap" because: 


There are too many elective courses; too much emphasis 


on extra-curricular activities; classes are geared to abilities 
of slow learners; students are given passing grades because 
schools are too crowded to hold them back; neither parents 
nor teachers demand enough. 


Most interesting, they suggest the need for longer class 


sessions, more math, science and foreign languages and more 
stringent grading standards and stiffer college entrance 
requirements. 


Slight Handicap 


Two gentlemen from the Census Bureau have informed 


the American Sociological Association that the supply and 
demand situation in the marriage market is getting 
•worse—for the ladies, that is. 


Whereas there were 09 marriageable men to 100 


marriage-age women in the late 1950s, the ratio has dropped 
to 93 to 100. 


Yet a look at vital statistics from the Public Health 


Service discloses that the women are snagging more 
husbands every year. From a 26-year low of 8.4 per 1,- 
000 population in 1958, the nation marriage rate climbed to 
9.2 per 1,000 last year. 


The number of marriages has grown faster than the 


population, and the PHS expects it to continue doing so at 
least until 1970. 
Obviously the girls aren't letting a mere 


statistical handicap hold them back. 


Family Matter 


Some of the soul-searching that occurred when President 


Kennedy considered the propriety of naming his brother 
as attorney general is being repeated. 


W. Ramsay Clark, the man most often mentioned as pos- 


sible successor to Katzenbach, is the son of Supreme Court 
Justice Tom Clark. In this case, President Johnson's di- 
lemma is compounded by the fact that the Clarks are fellow 
Texans and personal friends. 


Justice Clark graciously said he would resign rather than 


hinder his son's career. Sacrificial as this might be, it per- 
haps provides the best way out of what could be a 
per- 


sonal embarrassment, as well as a serious legal conflict.
